5) Claims 1-3 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by MONS et al ( 6,317,102 ). 

The rejection of claims 1-3 and 6-8 in previously Office action 
are repeated herein. 

6) The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7) This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S. C. 103(a), the 
examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims 
was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were 
made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of

9) Applicant's arguments filed 8/06/2008 have been fully 
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considered but they are not persuasive. 

First, applicant states that the reference of MONS et al does 
not teaches the feature of recording stack of different writing 
parameters. Applicant is directed to MONS et al's column 5, lines 
20-54, which shows that " FIG. 4 diagrammatically shows the 
division of the control block 26 for the first information layer 
6. The block 26 comprises a first sub-block 32 with information 
about the record carrier as a whole. The information may comprise 
a type indication of the record carrier, an indication of the 
number of information layers and the number of blocks of user 
information in the record carrier, parameters ( plural ) for the 
radiation beam for writing and reading ". The phrase " parameters " 
in plural form which means that the parameter of each stack 
(layer) could have the same or different. 

Second, applicant states that " no disclosure or suggestion 
the writing parameters should be in control block in each layer ". 
Applicant is directed to figure 3 where in parameters are recorded 
on control areas 22 and 24 of each recording stack/layer. 

For that reasons, the claims are still found rejectable as 
shown above.
